LOSS OF OFFICE. 


RAILWAY CLERK’S 
CLAIM, 


Mr. Conor Maguire, arbitrator under the 
Railways Acts, resumed the hearing in 
Dublin Castle: last Saturday of the claim 
brought by Mr. W. A. Peate, Inchicore, late 
clerk in charge of the district cashier and 

ymaster’s office, Great Southern Railways, 
“sag mww&sy for compensation for loss of 
oftice based on thirty-five years’ service, which 
was termiuated-in May, 1929, by the closin 
ot the pay office at Broadstone. He daithed 
£355 a year, being two-thirds of his salary 
ef £500. 

The case for the claimant was that the 
abolition of his office was due to amalgama- 
tion under the Railways Acts. The respon- 
dents denied that the applicant came within 
the provisions of the Railways Acts, and that 
they had offered him an ez gratia pension of 
£215 a year during the pleasure of the Board. 
They denied that the applicant’s discharge 
was due, either directly or indirectly to 
pmalgamation, but was the result of economic 
causes, including a decrease in traffic and 
falling off in the company’s receipts. 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., Mr. Gavan Duit, K.C., 
and Mr. Finlay (instructed by Messrs. James 
(O'Connor and Co.) appeared for the ap- 

licant; and Mr. Phelps, K.C., and Mr. E. 
. Kelly (instructed by Mr. J. J. McDonald) 
for the respondents, the Great Southern Rail- 
ways Company. 
THE AGREEMENT. 

Senator O’Farrell was called, and was asked 
by Mr. Gavan Duffy whether he. was aware 
that Mr. Peate belonged to one of the grades 
dealt with by agreement between the rail- 
ways company and the umion, and referred to 
m Clause “e” of the third schedule of the 
1924 Act. 

Mr. Kelly objected to the question, stating 
that if there was an agreement it would 
speak for itself. 

Mr. Duffy—We will produce the agreement. 
It is merely necessary to have it here. 

Mr. Maguire—How can I accept secondary 
evidence of the application of the document ” 

Mr. Duffy said that Senator O’Farrell was 
one of the signatories to the agreement, but, 
it the arbitrator wished to defer this matter, 
perhaps he would give him ‘liberty to bring in 
evidence. 

The matter of the agreement was deferred, 
and Mr. Dickie asked was Mr. Kelly going 
to put in the award of Judge Davitt as 
evidence in this case. 

Mr. Maguire said that he understood that 
the award of Judge Davitt was produced and 
read to him as a report of the judgment.

and with the honest desire to achieve the

Counsel went ou to say that when amal. 
gamation was decided on the Legislature 
recognised that a great many men would 
lose. their jobs as a result of amalgamation, 
and the liability of the company for compen- 
sation was confined by the Legislature to 
cases resulting directly from amalgamation 
or absorption. That was the guiding prin- 
ciple of the Act. It was open to the respon- 
dents to say that the office that had y oo 
held by the claimant, and which had been 
abolished, was not an office held by him 
while he was an officer or servant. of an 
amalgamating company, and that the aboli- 
tion was forced by changes of administration 
and was. part oí an improved method cf 
working. He thought the financial results oí 
the four years’ working would weigh very 
much with the arbitrator in considering the 
present case. There was a huge loss in 
receipts up to about the date of Mr, Peate’s 
dismissal amounting to a million. That 
decrease was due partly to a: decrease in 
traffic and partly to a reduction in. charges 
owing to the order of the Legislature. 


SPEECH FOR THE APPLICANT. 


Mr. Dickie, on behalf of the applicant, 
having discussed various details relating to 
the procedure adopted by the respondents, 
submitted that there was nothing reasonably 
economical in what they had done. Coming 
to the Act of Parliament itself, he said that 
the arguments of the respondents would be 
perfectly good and valid uf the Act of 1926 
did not exist. The reorganisation of the 
railway system was amalgamation and 
absorption, and anything that carried. on the 
business of the railway more economically or 
efficiently was one of the objects of the 
amalgamation. The case of the railways 
was that they were economising because they 
could not pay dividends, but, if they got 
enough to pay dividends, their case as to 
economy was gone in that respect. 

Counsel had not. concluded when the Court 
adjourned until to-day.

Photographs sent as greeting cards strike 
a personal note:which is in keeping with the 
Christmas season. If you tint. them your- 
self you may find that. they equal in artistic 
beauty any of. the printed. cards. 

The process is simple, and the tools inex- 
pensive. You require some camel-hair brushes 
of different sizes, several saucéts, in. which 
to mix the paints, blotting paper, a piece of 
cotion wool, a sheet of glass, and some water 
colours, ‘which must be transparent,‘or they 
will conceal the outlinés of the figures. You 
can buy water colour 8 “in- booklet 
form, and these, to my mind; are convenient 
and economical. 

The first step is to obtain the right sort of 
print. It is best to expose the paper to the 
printing light, just long enough to give de- 
tail in. the high lights, and to develop it for 
about half the normal time. Then soak the 
print until it is limp, and place it ona 
piece of -glass, covered by two or three 
pieces of damp blotting-paper. If FÁs: rub the 
print down thoroughly with a clean ‘blotter 
you will find that it lies perfectly flat ; this 
also serves to remove any superfluous liquid. 
Now for the colouring. Mix the colours 
you will’ need in the various saucers. One 
stamp to a teaspoonful of water will be cor- 


dilute it still further with .water. Be careful 
not to overcharge your brush or to use too 
much colour. , - ' 

The actual colouring of the photographs 
must, of course, be left. to the discretion of 
the. photographer himself.. The following 
points, however, may be helpful to the be- 
ginner:—Treat the large objects first ; then, 
when the print is nearly dry, fill in the de- 
tails. When the picture has absorbed the tint, 
remove any superfluous colour with a wad of 
cotton wool. To convey.the impression of dis- 
tance to a scene, use the dark colours for the 
foreground and .the light tones for the dis- 
tance. When colouring a sky do not work 
right down into the skyline. It should be 
tinted pale yellow, and the yellow worked 
into, the blue of the sky with a flat’ brush, 
Clouds are better left uncoloured. © 

When tinting’ foliage apply a light wash of 
foliage green, then add deep green to the 
shadows and warm brown to the high lights. ; 
Lighter parts should be touched-up with pale 
yellow or red.: A path should be filled in 
with alternate washes of warm brown and 
yellow, and: for such objects as: rocks, old 
buildings, and fences, stone grey and warm 
brown should be used. , M.R. |

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Chestnuts are: cheap, and the most 
digestible and the most farinaceous of all 
the nut tribe, but they are virtually unknown 
in the philosophy of the average house- 
keeper... . 

There are two easy ways of removing 
the outer shells and inner skins of the 
chestnuts. One method is to wash them in 
a colander and make a slit in the rounded 
side. of each- with a sharp knife; a potato’ 
knife being small is the best for the purpose. 


Put them in a pan with cold water to cover, 


bring to the bail, and boil for three. or four 
minutes. ; ! 

Take out a few at. a time and remove 
both skins with the knife. They should 
come off quite easily. 

Another way is to make a slit in. the 
chestunts and put them on a tin in the 
oven for 8 to 10 minutes.

‘SCOTS REUNION IN 
DUBLIN. 


BENEVOLENT SOCIETY OF 
ST, ANDREW, 
BONDS OF UNION WITH 
SCOTLAND. 


The ninety-eighth annual dinner of the 
Dublin Scottish Benevolent Society of St. 
Andrew was held on Saturday evening at 
Clery’s Restaurant, Dublin. Alderman J. 
Hubbard Clark, President of the Society, 
occupied the chair, and there were about 
ove hundred and fifty persons present. 

The toast of “ The King ” was honoured, 
those present standing and singing ‘* God 
Save the King.” 7 

The Chairman said that the Society was 
strictly non-political and non-sectarian. Its 
object was to assist Scotsmen and Scots- 
vomen whe were in need of help. He asked 
the members to help the office-beareis during 
ihe year to get an increased membership. 
Their membership was between a hundred 
and ten and a hundred and twenty, but 
there was no reason why it should not be 
much more. As far as their finances were 
concerned, they were sound. They had about 
£2,700 invested. A considerable sum of money 
was expended during the year in sending back 
fo Scotland people who had come over here 
looking for employment and who failed to 
secure it, 

Greetings had been received from different 
Si. Andrew's Societies scattered over the 
whole world. It would take too long to 
head them, but he might mention that among 
ihem were messages from Winnipeg, Belfast, 
Huddersfield, and Manchester. 

The Very Rev. J. Harry Miller, C.B.E., 
D.D. ex-Moderator of the Presbyterian 
Church of Scotland, proposed the toast, 
“The Dublin Scottish Benevolent Society of 


Si. Andrew.” Expressing his pleasure at 
being present, he said that he believed that 
there was a fundamental affinity and a close 
friendship between Ireland and Scotland. 
(Applause.) Ireland and Scotland had much 


in common. He loved Ireland, and he loved 
the Irish and rejoiced in their friendship. 
He congratulated the Society and its work 
and on its name; for St. Andrew, of all the 
Apostles. was the Apostle who was always 
found helping other people. 

| THE LINK OF HUMOUR. 

Why was it that there was such close 
friendship and affinity between Ireland and 
Scotland? he asked. He thought that it was 
partly because there was a native wit and 
humour in both countries which was very 
charming and very characteristic, and little 
understood beyond the bounds of the two 
islands. 

As. an illustration, he told two stories 
which were received with roars of laughter 
by all present, and said that the first of 
these was received in silence by an audience 
in Yorkshire, and the second was received 
in silence by an audience of men of the 
Surrey Regiment to whom he lectured during 
the war. 

Another link between Ireland and Scotland 
was that in Ireland and Scotland alike there 
was an immediate sympathy with the man 
who was down and in difficulties. There was 
an instinctive longing’ to come to the relief 
of those who stood disinherited and dis- 
couraged, and their Society stood for that, as 
the Chairman had shown in his opening state- 
ment. i 

He thought they were interested in the 
housing question, in connection with which 
he was trying to do something in the city 
in which he lived. He had tried in some small 
degree, and, he hoped, not wholly without 
success, to bring into the lives of people 
something of radiance, recreation, clean 
mirth and educated play, so that in their 
lives there might be found «that joy of service 
which was the delight of the St. Andrew’s 
Society. 

Proposing the toast of “ His Excellency 
the Governor-General and Prosperity to the 
Irish Free State,” Mr. Alex. Blackadder gaid 
that it required very few words to commend 
it. In the Governor-General they recognised 
the King’s representative as well as the head 
of the Free State Government, and they 
rendered to him all the honour due to his 
exalted position. In wishing prosperity to 
the Irish Free State he seal not but refer | 
fo the high taxation which existed in 
Southern Ireland and its effect. on the life of 
the country. He was not a politician, but 
he could not help thinking that the high 
taxation and the large list of Customs’ tarifis 
did not help to make the country prosperous. 
He did not know of any country where eo 
little could be got for sixpence as in the 
l'ree State 

HAGGIS FREE OF TAX. 

They, Scotsmen, were very forgiving, and 
if he could be assured of two things he 
would be inclined to forgive Mr. Blythe for 
anything he might do in the future. dne was 
that they should be allowed to import the 
haggis into the Free State without any duty. 
(Laughter.) 

Dr. “4 He Provost, T.C.D., re- 
sponding, said that they were all conscious 
in this country that the prosperity of the 
Vree State se Ireland as a whole owed a 
great deal to the element that Scotsmen had 
introduced in manufactories and industries, 
more especially in the North, but also in the 
Free State. They had some people who 
would like to have a wall of brass round the 
country to keep out everything foreign. He 
trusted that no such wall would ever be erected, 
because they should lose not only in industry, 
but in culture and all that made life worth 
living. He held that it was a mistake to 
impose any test on people living in Ireland. 
Hie would have no test of race, religion or 
‘anguage. Any man was a good citizen if he 
lived there; made his money there, and spent 
it there, and worked as well as he could for 
the prosperity of the country. He thought 
that he might allude to the Cheirmen as one 
wio had passed all these tests. For the 
future they all had hopes for the country. 
He visited his own county of Donegal last 


year and, comparing it with forty years ago, 
and in housing, roads and in other respects 
there was a very great improvement. Their 
universities at present were in a thriving 
condition. The number of students was 
steadily on the increase, and the quality of 
the Students they were getting bore favour- 
able comparison with any that he re- 


membered. I Applause.) 


PROOF OF SUCCESS. 
Sir Walter Nugent said that he did not 


think: they could have a better proof that 
success was coming to the Free te than 
the evidence they had that night. He re- 


lerred to the number of Scotsmen we had in 
‘ne Free State, and, as far as he could see, 
‘nere was no disposition on their part to Jeave 
i (Laughter and applause.) As long as 
scotsmen had come and more Scotsmen were 
coming they might be perfectly sure that 
lreiatid was going to prosper. 

“T have not the slightest doubt that if we 
-S te a success of the Free State, as we 
shall.” said Sir Walter, “some fine day you 
will ne ‘unning the Free State. (Laughter.) 
i. Theheve it, and the reason why I believe 
it is that people who were separated some 
sears ago by politics are now working with 
oOniyvy one thought—to make the Free State a 
success. We no longer hear people talking 
abeut bringing in the North, as we used to at 
every gathering of this kind a few years ag"). 
()i course Von cannot bring in the North ; 
vou caimot make them come in. (Hear, hear.) 
Neithgg, can vou keep them out,” added Sir 
Walter amid laughter. “ We are on the right

INTERNATIONAL COMMISSIONER'S 

VISIT. 

During an intérval Mr. Hubert Martin, 
C.B.E., International Commissioner, was in- 
troduced by Major Bryan Cooper, T.D., Pre- 
sident, B.8.A., who said that Scouting was 
an international movement. He had seen it 
In many parts of the world, and they were 
very fortunate in having the International 
Commissioner present to tell them somethin 
of this world-wide movement. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Martin, who was warmly received, sai 
that, although he had seen the Scouts in 
many parts of the world, this was his first 
visit to Ireland. He had been in Switzerland 
recently, and up in the mountains there he 
had visited one of the most remarkable 
troops of Scouts that existed in the world, 
some of whom were = ón. their backs for 
two and three years. ey were of many 
nationalities, seeking a cure from sunshine 
which they got in Switzerland. Although 
bedridden, they formed themselves into a 
troop calling themselves the Lizards, use 
they spent their lives basking in the sunshine. 
In spite of their illness, however, they were 
one of the happiest troops that he had ever 
ego. 1! because they felt that they could 
do something for others in this great world 
brotherhood. (Applause.) There were eight 
nationalities in that troop. 

He had also visited the Arab Scouts in 
Palestine, which were a verry happy, jolly 
crowd; most of them Moslems, but all of 
whom took the Scouts’ promise. At a 
musical evening the air of one of the numbers 
rendered was quite familiar to him, and he 
asked the Scout Master, who could speak 
English, what the words were, and his reply 
was “ The Vicar of Bray.” 

Continuing, Mr. Martin congratulated the 
Dublin Scouts and such a wonderful audience 
for the sympathy and support which the 
contributed to this world-wide brother i 
He supposed the Scout movement was one of 
the most remarkable developments that had 
taken place in the last twenty-one years, and 
had gripped and held the boy mind in every 
civili country of the world. They had 
two million active members, so that boys of 
every colour and nationality were joined to. 
gether in one great movement. (Applause.) 


INFLUENCE OF THE MOVEMENT. 

He supposed there never was a time when 
the future peace, happiness and prosperity 
of the world depen so much as it did 
to-day on the msing generation. The boys 
of to-day would be the men of the im- 
mediate future, on whom everything would 
depend, and what a great thing it was to 
have these boys from every corner of the 
world in one great movement. The audience 
were giving their sympathy and support to 
the greatest movement for good that the 
world had ever seen. ,for which he sincerely 
thanked them. (Applause.)

BLIND MAN’S DEATH.

MOTOR LORRY ACCIDENT AT 
DRUMCONDHA. 


The Dublin Coroner (Dr. Louis A. Byrne) 
heid an inguest in the Mater Hospital last 
Saturday into the death of John Logue (20), 
an inmate of St. Joseph’s Asylum for the 
Blind, Drumcondra, who was knocked down 
by a motor lorry at Drumcondra on Thursday 
evening. 

Evidence of identification was given by 
Brother Bernard J. Byrne, St. Joseph's 
Asylum, who said that the deceased man 
had been an inmate of the institution for 
about six years. On the — Sn question 
he went out for a walk with a boy who was 
totally blind. He himself had a good deal of 
sight in one eye, and it was considered safe 
to let them out. 

In reply to Mr. Sydney C. Mathews, solici- 
tor, who appeared for the owners of the 
motor lorry, the witness said that it was 
in the left eye that the deceased man had 
sight. 

ghean Superintendent pape, of the 
Civic Guard, the witness said that the two 
boys went out arm-in-arm. They were very 
careful, and had been in the habit of going 
through the city. Logue should have been 
able to see the light shown by an approach- 
ing vehicle. The inmates of the institution 
usually went out in pairs. i 
Questioned by the Coroner, the witness 
said that he had not warned the inmates 
to keep on the footpath. He gave thése par- 
ticular boys no caution whatever. He did not 
see them go out on this night. en 
In answer to Mr. J. J. Shiel, solicitor, who 
appeared for St. Joseph's Blind Asylum and 
for the next-of-kin, the witness said that the 
deceased boy was an excellent worker. 
Dr. Patrick Nagle, house surgeon, Mater 
Hospital, said that death was due to shock 
and hemorrhage, following extensive injuries. 
In answer to Superintendent Hughes he said 
that the boy apparently was struck from 
behind. 

At this stage it was intimated that the 
driver of the lorry, James Mackie, had been 
eharged before a peace commissioner at 
Santry, and remanded to pm Court, 
aud the inquest was accordingly adjourned.

ASSOCIATION'S CONTINUED 
GROWTH. 


———- 
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CLOSING, 
—————— 


Senator Loal presided at the annual general 
meeting of the adult membere of the Pioneer 
Total Abstinence Association of the Sacred 
Heart (Dublin and District Centre) in the 
Theatre Hoyal. Dublin, yesterday. There 
was a large attendance, many of the audience 
finding standing room ony. 

THE CHAIRMAN. 

Senator Toal said that there was an impres- 
sion abroad that Pioneers and the leaders : f 
the Pioneer movement were out to break up 
and destroy the licensed trade in this country. 
He was satisfied that the leaders of the 
Pioneer movement were not going to do any 
injustice to any respectable publican who 
conducted his Fon and his business op 
proper lines. 

“I am satisfied,” he said, ' that the leaders 
of the Pioneer movement are determined to 
raise the standard of the licensed trade, and. 
if possible, to get the people engaged in that 
trade to realise that they owe a duty to their 
religion, their country and their fellow-men. 
So long as the licensed business is recognised 
by Church and State as a legitimate business 
we are bound to have public-houses. To my 
mind, we are better to have public-houses 
properly conducted under proper supervision 
han to have shebeens in the country.” 

He was sure that Pioneers were not out 
for the sad state of affairs caused by pro- 
hibition in the United States. He was sure 
that the honest, conscientious publican who 
discharged his duty could do an enormous 
amount of good. He, himself, had been for 
a long time in the spirit trade, and had 
never been ashamed to wear his Pioneer 
badge behind his own counter. In that 
capacity he had often given sound and stern 
advice to people who were going to their own 
destruction. (Applause.) 

SPIRITUAL DIRECTOR'S REPORT. 

The Rev. J. Flinn, 8.J., in the course of 
his report on the progress of the Association, 
stated that 49 new Pioneer centres had 
been affiliated or old ones resuscitated. These 
were found in 21 counties. Among new 
centres, Mayo led the way with seven, but 
there were ten losses, so that the net gain 
on the year was 39. In and around Dublin, 
from Bray to Malahide, there were 71 Pioneer 
centres, with a total membership of 20,000. 
The work in Irish seminaries and colleges 
went steadily on, though they could wish 
that in some few of the colleges there was a 
keener appreciation of the facts. A gratify- 
ing feature was the receipt of applications for 
affilietion from Englisk seminaries. heir 
Juvenile Total Abstinence Association of the 
Sacred Heart continued its good work. 

Taking the country as a whole, there was 

the members a better realisation of 
the motives on which the Association is 
founded. Their Pong ós would age be Foon 
the right. t unless they graspe ei 
that ‘their aim was for the cause and 
interests of the Sacred Heart. He did not 
know of any centre that followed the path 
planned and sanctioned by Father Cullen 
that did not do really good work. 

A PROTEST. 

“ Outside our actual Pioneer work,  con- 
tinued Father Flinn, “one very important 
event calls for comment. It was the calling 
together again of the Liquor Commission. 
Its object was to see whether or not three 
important relaxations should be made in the 
liquor laws. Speaking for the Pioneers of 
Ireland, I protest emphatically against the 
recall of that Commission. There is no 
necessity for it; there is no justification for 
it; there is no national demand for it. 

“Our strongest protest is against the 
attempt underlying the recall of the Com- 
mission to open the public-houses of Ireland 
on St. Patrick's Day, and I am glad to give 
a public opportunity to the representatives 
of over 20,000 Pioneers in Dublin and district 
and the 250,000 throughout the country to 
register an emphatic protest. The old drink- 
ing dishonour that surrounded the feast of 
our National Apostle is in part gone, and it 
must not come back, and we demand that 
the Catholic Legislature of a Catholic land 
will disregard the anticipated recommenda- 
tion of the Commission, and let us have a 
St. Patrick's Day a credit to our country and 
a real honour to St. Patrick.” 

The report was adopted. 

THE MOVEMENT. 

The Rev. Father Aloysius, 0O.8.F.C., 
Church street, addressed himself to the dis- 
tinctive character of the Catholic total 
abstinence movement, because it had been 
misunderstood by men who judged it by 
isolated actions and individual assertions. 
The Catholic total abstinence movement 
promoted the practice of abstinence from 
alcoholic beverages primarily for the glory 
of God and the benefit of souls. They did 
not inveigh against alcohol as an evil 
in itself, or against moderate drinking as 
sinful. They imposed no vow on their 
members. They simply required a voluntary 
undertaking or honourable promise of ab- 
stinence as a condition of membership of 
their Association. Total abstinence was the 
safest and most commonsense remedy against 
the danger of excessive drinking. Who could 
count the losses to the faith caused by habits 
of intemperance! Total abstinence was not a 
substitute for any of the virtues, and was not 
a passport to heaven. Indeed, they put no 
trust in the mere promise of abstinence with- 
out the practice of prayer and the Sacra- 
ments. 

But someone whispered—Why do you in- 
terfere with others’ What business have 
you speaking about publichouses or meddling 
with legislation? runkenness was a sin, 
and it was their duty to avoid the occasion 
of sin. Where did ‘people get drunk! Were 
they not to raise their voices simply because 
the harm generally came about in licensed 
houses? He had personal knowledge of weak, 
misguided persons being helped to drink in 
licensed houses. They got drunk in licensed 
houses. There were licensed houses that 
were not decent, and it was the duty of 
Pioneers to endeavour to secure adequate con- 
trol and regulations rigid enough to prevent 
such houses being a menace to private virtue 
and public morality. 

THE BAR IN LEINSTER HOUSE. 

He was not a prohibitijorist. ‘1 plead in 
the interests of the trade itself,’’ he said. 
“ Reduce the traffic within limits that will 
make it possible to carry on business decently 
and securely. Let ublichonses be public- 
houses in the sense that they really serve the 
public, and not private houses with private 
vested interests that must be respected a 
upheld at the cost of the public well-being.” 

An argument that was advanced for re- 
scinding the Intoxicating Liquor Act was 
that the improvement in sobriety of the 
country and in the sengiment of the public 
justified the removal of ‘the restrictions that 

ad been responsible for that improvement. 
What power was this that could overrule the 
representatives of the people’? A couple of 
decades ago a healthy public opinion was 
growing up in Ireland in favour of ab- 
stinence. e leaders sí national sentiment 
were. practically to aman,with the temperance 
cause. The Gaelic League at the time was to 
all intents and purposes, a temperance 
society. He was sorry that he could not say 
the same to-day. If national sentiment in 
this matter were as vigorous to-day, the 
setting up of a licensed bar, in addition to 


a licensed restaurant, in Leinster House 
would meet with withering criticism. 
THE ACT OF 1927. 


“We shall endeavour,’ continued Father 
Aloysius, “ by every lawful means to frus- 
trate the attempts to interfere with the good 
work of the Act of 1927. e shall continue 
to demand a fair chance for those who want 
t> live sober and decent lives. Cruel tempta- 
tions must not be multiplied on the path cf 
the workingman. It is our duty to insist 
that the Jaws will be made, not at the dicta- 
tion of selfish intérésts, but in consonance 
with the real needs and the higher interests 
of the nation.” 
Their chief reliance, he said, would be in 
the forces of religion. The spirit of self- 
indulgence was at the root of the outstanding 
evils in Ireland to-day; and in face of this, 
teris of thousands were without work and in 
want of the very necessaries of life. Legis- 
lation would fail to remedy this condition of 
society unless the spirit of self-denial and 
C atian charity rei in Ireland.

THE BURIAL PLACE OF HENRY 


EELES. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sine, —With reference to Mr. Rice's letter 
of the 29th ult. I would like to point out :-— 
(1) On each of the Ordnance Survey maps 
published in 1843, 1876 and 1906 no “ grave ” 
is marked on the summit of the Sugar Loaf, 
but a “ grave ” is marked on the summit of 
Knockmealdown. 
(2) Nelson T. Foley, who lived near Lis- 
more, in a letter dated April 8th, 1843, wrote: 
“Henry Eeles died on October 7th, 1781, 
and was buried on the summit of Knockmeal- 
down on the 9th. When his remains were 
deposited in the grave, my father put me 
standing on the coffin and desired me to re- 
member the occurrence during my life. . . 
(3) The Rev. R. H. Ryland, in his “ His- 
tory of Waterford, states :—‘‘. . . The moun- 
tain of Knockmealdown, in shape resembling 
a sugar loaf, is situated four miles to the 


nort” cf Lismore. e summit, oí this 
mc ' 1s remarkable as being the burial 
pli he ingenious Henry Eeles. Ac 
co) to his own directions, Henry Eeles 


was buried on the highest part of Knockmeal- 
down.” 

(4) The Halls in “ Ireland, its Scenery, 
etc.,’’ describe :—*'. . . a route which led 
us along the base of the Knockmealdown, 
Mountains—a range that divides the two 
counties (Waterford and Tipperary); on the 
highest peak of which lie, or rather were 
laid, the remains of Major Eeles.” <A note 
on the same page says:—‘‘ The Rev. R. H. 
Ryland, in his “ History of Waterford,’ states 
that Mr. Eeles had his horse and dog interred 
with him on the summit of the mountain. 
We have, however, the testimony of his re- 
lative and representative that this statement 
is incorrect. ‘It is true he was interred on 
the summit of Knockmealdown Mountain; 
but not that his horse and dog were buried 
with him.’”’ 

(5) Lewis, in his ‘“Topographical Dictionary 
of Ireland, states :—' The parish (Lismore) 
is bounded by a mountainous ridge, of which 
the highest point is the conical summit of 
Knockmealdown, 2,700 (recte 2,609) feet above 
the level of the sea. On the summit. of 
this mountain Mr. Eeles, a writer on elec- 
tricity, was buried in 1781, at his own re- 
quest. . so 

(6) The Rev. P. Power, in “ Place Names 
of Decies,’’ gives :—** Knockmealdown (Cnoc 
Maoldomhnaig). S.D.D. (a) “ Major 
Eale’s grave on the summit.” 

In conclusion, I may say that the Sugar 
Loaf, whereon Mr. Rice alleges “ Major” 
Eeles lies buried, does not stand “' between 
Knockmealdown and Knocknacomotos.”’ The 


Sugar Loaf lies north-west of (Cnoc na 
iomrá (Knocknacomortish), and this 
atter peak stands between the Sugar Loaf 


and the peak of Knockmealdown.—Yours., 
etc...

PRIESTHOOD OF THE 
POPE. 


SACERDOTAL GOLDEN 
JUBILEE. 


The first of the Advent conferences in com- 
memoration of the Sacerdotal Golden Jubilee 
of His Holiness Pope Pius XI., was held in 
St. Saviour’s, Dominick street, Dublin, last 
night, when the Rev. Albert O'Neill, O.P., 
delivered a sermon on “The Priesthood of 
the Pope.”’ 

They were now, he said, in the last month 
of the Holy Year, proclaimed early in January 
last. The Holy Father then invited his 
children to join with him in the celebration 
of the Golden Jubilee of his elevation to the 
priesthood. This appeal met with a cordial 
response from Catholics throughout the world 
and evoked numerous expressions of loyalty 
to the Church of Peter. Messages of con- 
gratulation and pilgrims came from all parts 
of the globe to pay their tribute of homage 
to the Ruler of the universal Church. Christ 
handed over to the keeping of the Church He 
founded the plenitude of His eternal priest- 
hood to be exercised in subordination to the 
Supreme Ruler of the Church. 

Among the powers patios added the 
preacher, must be reckoned the wer of 
forgiving sin, and this power no priest could 
validly exercise unless he had received juris- 
diction from the Church. The reason was 
that, the Sacrament of Penance was of the 
nature of a judicial process, in which juris- 
diction was indispensable. Priests not in 
communion with the Vicar of Christ, if there 
be such, could not, therefore, absolve from 
sin. The Church was not the author of th» 
Sacraments. They were a Divine institution, 
and must, said Father O'Neill, be used in 
strict accordance with the mind of Christ, 
Who made them what they are, 

The Catholic Church was frequently 
accused of being intolerant. If by that was 
meant that she refused to yield one iota of 
the deposit of revealed truth which she had 
in her keeping, then she was undoubtedly in- 
tolerant.

British Traffic Reforms. 

The text of the British Government's 
Road Traffic Bill has been published. 
Tf action by State at 
least it ‘prothises to be thorough; for 
the bill grapples with every phase of 
the traffic problem, and proposes well- 
considered . remedies for present abuses. 
Action in the Irish Free State also is 
tardy. Week by week, and almost day 
by day, there are tidings of mortal] acci- 
dents that might have been avoided if 
more stringent laws were in force, The 
publication of the terms of the British 
bill ought to expedite action in Ireland 
both by the stimulus of example and by 
virtue of the ripe experience which it 
embodies: In. many réspects> the British 
bill coincides with recommendations that 
have been advaneed already in Ireland; 
in others, -it obviously 
addressed to conditions to 
Britain, and soinetimes proposes regula- 
tions that could be adopted with profit. 
The bill’s proposals fall into four classes. 
Firstly, there ‘are drastic proposals for 
the reform of the conditions under which 
licences are granted to drivers of motor 
vehicles ; for the revision of speed limits, 
and fot ‘the institution of a “highway 
code.’’ Secondly, new powers are pro- 
posed for the Ministry of ‘Transport for 
the - better. control of traffic under a 
unified authority. Thirdly, there 
administrative proposals which 
Britain into twelve traffic areas under 
Transport Commissioners.

Their enforcement would 
imply no change in the average speed of 
travelline by light vehicles, since car- 
drivers already take a higher speed than 
20 miles an hour so much for granted that 
they are disappointed if even their mean 
speed over a long distance falls so low. 
Motor coaches, on the other hand, would 
be affected. by the thirty mile speed limit. 
It.is notorious that many motor omnibus 
services are scheduled to make journeys 
within time limits that render an average 
speed of at least 25.miles an hour in- 
evitable. It also is notorious that on the 
Irish roads, both urban and rural, motor 
coaches often travel at speeds of forty 
and more miles an hour. Confined to 
a maximum speed of 30 miles an hour, 
motor coaches will be obliged to alter the 
schedgles for their runs, to abandon their 
present practice of highway racing, and 
to travel at all times at speeds which will 
enable them to be kept under firm control. 
They will cease to become the bug-bears 
of road travel. As 'a set-off to the re- 
moval of the speed limit on light vehicles, 
the bill proposes new penalties for careless 
or dangerous driving. and the restriction 
of driving licences to persons of declared 
physical fitness. 

Regulations are vain if they are not 
enforced’; and the bill embodies an excel- 
lent scheme for the administration of the 
intended laws. The Ministry of Trans- 
port will be strengthened, according to 
this scheme, by. the concentration of its 
authority. Thus, the Ministry will be 
empowered throughout Britain to make 
inquiries into atcidents caused by ‘motot 
vehicles. Britain. will be divided into 
twelve areas. Three Commissioners will 
be appointed by the Ministry to control 
the issue-of licences and the authorisation 
of routes. One of these Commissioners 
will be a paid officer, the other two. wiil 
be selected. from panels which local 
authorities will nominate. - The scheme 


could not be adopted immediately in the

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Irish Free State; since no Mististry of 
Transport exists, Citizens of the Free 
State generally would be glad to see a 
Transport Ministry, and yet more glad to 
see the traffic of Greater Dublin and of 
the provinces; controlled by Commis- 
sioners among whom spokesmen of the 
common road-trayelling public would find 
a place.

This evil system 
leads to racing on the roads between the 
enormous vehicles; it kills the profit of 
all services concerned, and thus fills the 
highways. with jeopardy and makes the 
cost of travel wastefully high.

Germany’s Policy. 

Public opinion in Germany at present 18 
much exercised by the almost frantic efforts 
of the Nationalists to secure the passage 
of their so-called “Freedom Law.” This 
measure, which proposes to defeat the 
Young plan of reparation payments, and 
to render guilty of high treason any 
German Ministers who may enter into a 
similar agreement in future, has been 
before the public for some. months. The 
Nationalists, who know well that it has 
not the slightest chance of success in the 
Reichstag, have taken advantage of a 
clause in the Constitution to initiate a 
referendum. They have contrived to induce 
about ten per cent. of the electorate to 
demand the plebiscite, which will be held 
just before Christmas, and are doing every- 
thing in their power now to obtain the 
requisite majority. at the polls, ~ Nobody 
really believes that the absurd plebiscite 
will be carried; but there is no doubt 
that the movement has proved to be. a 
source of ‘much embarrassment to the 
Government, especially since the death of 
Herr Stresemann. Speaking for the first 
time as Foreign Minister in the Reichstag 
some days ago, Herr Curtius, who has

The Home of Odysseus. 


We welcome Sir Rennell Rodd’ s- inten- - 


tion to prove that Ithaca really was the 
scene of Homer’s Odyssey. Since Samuel 
Butler propounded his theory of the 
authoress at Trapani many efforts have 
been made te show that modern Ithaca’s 
claim to have teen the home of Odysseus 
is untrue. Some of these theories by their 
undoubted :ngenuity have obtained a wide 
measure of belief in academic circles. 
Nevertheless, we shall be glad if Sir 
Rennell is able to show that the beliefs 
of our childhood are justified by fact. His 
plan is to make a thorough archwologica] 
exploration of the island under the direc- 
tion of the British School at Athens. 
Sir Rennell, who adheres to the traditional 
view that the city of Ithaca lies in the 
north of the island, looking over the Bay 
of Polis, is much encouraged by the fact 
that recently in the south a Greek student 
discovered some tombs of the Mycensan 
epoch. We fear that it is too much to 
hope that the tomb of “the man of many 
devices ’’ will be unearthed. We should 
like to feel that Sir Rennell’s enterprise 
will be rewarded by the discovery of 
Laertes'’s son, lying a skeleton in his 
armour, with the bow of Eurytus beside 
him ; but, if Teiresias was a true prophet, 
Odysseus died the gentlest of ‘all deaths 
far from his native land. Curiously, few 
attempts have been made to explore 
Ithaca. The famous Schliemann prospected 
for the Homeric city on the height of 
Aetos, while other minor clearings have 
been made at different times. When we 
remember the excitement caused by the 
finding of King Tutankhamen imagination 
boggles at what would happen if 
Telemachus or Penelope were unearthed— 
we refuse to doubt Teiresias by a sugges- 
tion that Odysseus himself is there, 
II”. — IS 
Poppies. 

An interesting letter to the Daily 
Telegraph from the Reverend Walter Crick 
draws attention to the place that the 
poppy has held through the centuries as 
the emblem of death. Two . thousand 
years ago this idea existed, and Vergil 
in the Georgics prescribed the flower as a 
propitiatory offering. In recent times 
the Great War has exalted the poppy to a 
pinnacle previously occupied by no other 
flower, and at last we may expect it to 
take up its true position in literature. 
Hitherto English poets have honoured

ruey and rosemary as. the éxponent 
their thoughts, while the rose is men- 
tioned in half the lyrics ever written. If, 
however, some new Callimachus or 
Simonides should atise to sing our dead, 
we cannot doubt that the poppy would 
figure in his verse. Indeed, no flower 
more suitable could be found. Its deep 
crimson petals, its narcotic qualities and 
its slumbrous dignity are a sufficient 
justification of the allegory. Even the 
wild variety, growing as a weed in a field 
of corn, gives pause to the wayfarer, as the 
blood-red blooms, staining the yellow of the 
wheat, unfold to him the parable. that 
Pharaoh the Osiris represented to Pharaoh 
the living at the royal banquets of ancient 
Egypt. Yet the message of the poppy 3s 
not a message of despair. “ An acre sown 
indeed with the richest, royalest seed "” 
promises a. noble fruit, and this 
crimson-petalled flower. is the true 
metaphor of an eternal effort, the direc- 
tion, but not the purpose, of which death 
has diverted to an ampler sphere. Here 
is no ave atque vale.’ The © tenderest of 
Roman. poets,” if he had read aright the 
poppies on his “ all-but island,”’ might 
have learned-a truth that was not denied 
to Socrates; surely then he would have 
transposed his words.

EXHIBITION OF PICTURES 
—— 
MR. HUMBERT CRAIG’S WORK. 


One can almost feel the invigorating fresh- 
ness of the strong Atlantic breezes when 
viewing the exhibition of pone by Mr. 
Humbert Craig at present being held in the 
Mills Hall, Merrion row, Dublin. Mr. Craig, 
wl has spent many months in the West, has 
painted some beautiful seascapes, showing 
with delicacy of cdlour the roll of the sea 
and the many aspects of the rugged West 
coast. The Ls gen of the pictures is a 
feature of their ms “ead the detail does 
not obtrude itself: it is suggested. The 
artist has used his colouring to pleasing ad- 
vantage, particularly in the treatment of the 
waves and in the contrast of effects on the 
hills. He has taken an extensive range of 
subjects, and in one of his pictures, ‘‘ A Soft 
Day in Connemara,” one is struck by the 
reality of the vain clouds hanging over the 
hills. As all who have gazed on the beauty 
of the Western hills know, these showers fall 
suddenly at intervals, and Mr. Craig in this 
painting has realistically portrayed this 
effect. 

Comparisons in. Mr. Craig’s collection are 
surely invidious, but one we may select for 
individual praise is “ On the Galway Coast,”’ 
which shows the approach of a thunderstorm. 
The colouring is dark, reflected in the waters 
of the bay, and the whole successfully ex- 
presses the artist’s intention. To anglers the 
Lackagh Bridge in Donegal makes an ir- 
resistible appeal. and Mr. Craig has here 
illustrated the famous bridge in bright sun- 
light. Leaving the West, the artist has 
printed some beautiful sketches on the 
Northern coast. the most appealing one being 
that of the Bay of Cushendun in the mellow 
moonlight. 

Mr. Craig expresses an individuality in all 
of his pictures, and shows an adaptability in 
many directions. His groups at country 
markets and fairs’ are truly typical, and 
running through his works there is a sense of 
balance.

BABY BORN IN 
EXPRESS TRAIN. 


REGISTRATION PARISH 
PROBLEM.

A baby hoy was born on the Flying 
Scotsman oun Saturday while the famous 
express was dashing through Huntingdon- 
shire at sixty miles an hour on its journey 
from Edinburgh to London. The mother, Mrs. 
Winifred Scott, of Edinburgh, was on her 
way to a London nursing home. The attend- 
ant and-a ticket collector noticed she was ill, 
and there was a hurried search to see if there 
was a doctor among the passengers. 

A doctor and also a nurse were found, 
and a few minutes after they had gone to 
Mrs. Scott’s assistance the baby was born. 
The train did not slacken speed, but the 
guard scribbled a message on a piece of 
paper, which was dropped from the train. 
‘The message was picked up and telegraphed 
to King’s Cross, where an ambulance was 
waiting to convey the mother and child to 
hospital. 

The Press Association was informed last 
night that the mother and child were doing 
splendidly. i 

The birth in the train raised an interest- 
ing point regarding registration, All the 
railway officials knew on Saturday night was 
‘hat the birth took place ‘‘ somewhere im 
Huntingdonshire.” The law, however, says 
that the birth shall be registered in the 
parish in which the child is born. 

When a reporter put the problem to a 
London Registrar he dismissed it as “ quite 
simple.” “All one needs to know,” the 
Registrar said, “is the time of the birth. 
That should be quite easy to find by refer- 
ence to the doctor or the railway officials. 
From that could easily be deduced almost the 
exact spot where the birth took place and 
the parish through which the train was pass- 
ing at the time. When the excitement of 
the event has died down there should be no 
difficulty in establishing this fact.”

Society, in an inter-debate with Mountjoy 
School on Saturday evening, upheld the 
motion—‘*That, in the opinion of this House, 
the inclusion of compulsory Irish in our 
educational programme is having a paralysing 
effect upon the economy and culture of the 
Free State.’’ After a lively debate, the 
motion was carried by 23 votes to 17.

MR. LEMASS, T.D., IN

FOREIGN COMPANIES AND 
MILITARY PENSIONS. 
Speaking at Cashel and Thurles yesterday, 
Mr. Sean Lemass, T.D. said that the 
financial and industrial affairs of the twenty. 
six counties were passing rapidly out of the 
control of Irishmen ms 3 into the hands of 
foreigners. There were now 459 foreign 
companies operating here, and the number was 
growing. “Ii is useless to think that the 
owners of those concerns have any interest 
in Ireland other than what they can get out 
of it, It may be argued that they give 
employment; but the same, and more, em- 
ployment would he given if those concerns 
were under Irish control, with the additional 
advantages that there would be no limit to 
their growth and the profits earned would be 
kept at home. Of these foreign companies 
no less than seventy-one are engaged in insur- 
ance and finance.’’ 
“There is an annna! nett loss to the Free 
State of over £1,000,000, due io the fact that 
about eighty per cent. of insurance business 
here is in the hands of foreign concerns, The 
reserve funds which those companies hold 
against their Irish liabilities are all invested 
in foreign securities, and Trish industry is de 
prived of the use of them. Five years ago a 
Free State Commission recommended that 
foreign companies doing indystrial insurance 
business should lodge securities equal in value 
to their Irish liabilities with a Free State 
authority; but the Government has not yet 
taken action. Irish insurance companies are 
not allowed to do business in England. In 
the matter of insurance, as in a number of 
other matters, the Government has been 
jetting the grass grow under its feet.’ 


INDUSTRIAL REVIVAL.

out of the fire as they did. On the run of 
the play Munster deserved to win, and their 
inability to do so was due to the backs, who 
failed to avail themselves. of the almost con- 
tinuous opportunities presented to them by 
their forwards. Considering the state of the 
round, which was slushy after the heavy 
part of the day, the 
play was wonderfully bright and interesting, 
but the Ulster backs were far safer in their 
handling and general play than those of 


Munster. 


GENUINE WORKING FORWARDS. 

While the Munster forwards, as stated, 
held the supremacy all through, there was 
really no individual standing: out . promi- 
nentiy. As a pack they beat the Northerners. 
Every man was a genuine worker, trained to 
the utmost degree, and well led by T. Crean, 
who, I thought, was one of the best forwards 
ón the field. True, be is not up to Inter- 
national stature, nor for that matter were 
many others on the winning side, but the 
whole eight as a ecrimmaging combination 
would take some beating provided they 
played as they did in this match. C. Heffernan, 
of Garryowen; M. Brosnan, of Youn 
Munsters and the Navy, and T. J. Casey, o 
Young Munsters, were other rene types of 
Southern. forwards who played themselves out 
to the bitter end, never sparing themselves, 
and both in the scrimmages and in the loose 
play showed a thorough knowledge of the 
game.. C. J. Hanrahan, the only International 
on the side was not very prominent ; he never 
is, but he was One of the most genuine of 
workers. Coffey, Murphy, and Powell were 
aiso sound, and the eight made a combina- 
tion which gave the Ulster lot as bad a beat- 
ing as any eight which ever represented the 
province: got in the past. 


MUNSTER’S LOST OPPORTUNITIES. 

The Munster backs, considering the oppor- 
tunities which came their way, made but 
poor use of them, and had it been the other 
way round, and the Ulster backs were so 
favoured, something in the nature of a 
cricket score would have been run up. There 
was always the possibility of a score when 
the Ulster backs got moving, but the Muns- 
ier lot once they established a lead of three 
points some minutes before -half-time were 
content to sit on their advantage, and 
showed not the least enterprise, the general 
policy being to kick for touch. The result 
was that for virtually the entire second half 
play was confined to one part of the field, 
and that about the Ulster 25.

They were vastly inferior to the Ulster men, 
The best was MecNeice, the Trinity wing 
three-quarter, who, whenever he got a 
chance, showed exceptional pace and a good 
deal of football sense. McCormack at centre 
was the means of spoiling many a movement 
which ‘might have led to a score, and the 
other pair were v moderate. Wellwood 
might be blamed for kicking to touch too 
frequently, but he was one of the; best of 
the backs, and his partner, Sheehan, though 
slow, was plucky. J. O'Sullivan, the full- 
back, whose father, the late T. O’Sullivan, 
occupied the same pos’tion for Munster some 
forty-five years ago, was only called upon 
to handle the ball on few occasions, but did 
little wrong. 

SMART ULSTER BACKS. 

On the Uister side-J. A. Marshall, at full- 
hack, was a distinct success, his fielding and 
kicking of the greasy ball being wonderfully 
accurate.
